Q. What is inflation? 
A. Inflation it a name for the process by which the 
value of the dollars you earn or own is steadily decreased. 
Q. How is that accomplished? 
A. By repeated increases in the prices of the things 
you must buy. Your dollars are worth only what they 
will pay for. lf ten dollars will pay for less than it would 
have paid for a year ago, or five years ago, it is now less 
than ten dollars in value to you. 
Q. What causes this decline in the value of my 
money ? 
A. The necessity for hasty rearmament is the pri­ 
mary cause. This requires the Government to spend more 
money than it receives, and results in an expansion of 
credit. As credit expands, the worth of money decreases. 
Q. Does the Government, then, favor inflation? 
A. Oh, no; the head of the Government denounces 
it, warns against it, says it might be ruinous. 
Q. Has the Government taken effective anti-infla- 
tion measures? 
A. No. It has made laws that promote inflation; 
particularly laws governing agriculture. It buys up prod­ 
ucts it doesn't need just to keep them off the market and 
prevent prices from falling. It nullifies the laws of supply 
and demand. It recklessly spends the taxpayer's money. 
It countenances the inflation it deplores. 
Q. You say my dollars are worth less than they used 
to be. Have I any remedy for that situation?

Many employers have felt obliged to raise wages 
to make up for the shrinkage in value of each dollar in the 
pay envelope. 
Q. What is the effect of such wage increases? 
A. They increase the selling price of what the work­ 
er makes, and thus take away from him what the employer 
has tried to give him. 
Q. What happens then? 
A. He goes back and asks for more wages. He plays 
a game at which he can't win, because the economic cards 
are stacked against bim. The employer can't win, either, 
for the same reason. 
Q. Is there no way to stop this trend? 
A. Not as long as the people can be persuaded to 
accept the theory of those who govern them that the basis 
of economy is Government spending, phis record-breaking 
production the value of which is measured in more and 
more inflation of prices. 
Q. Is this sound economy? 
A. No. An economy which rapidly shrinks the value 
of the dollar apd thus decreases purchasing power until 
new purchasing power is pumped into the pockets of the 
consumer cannot really be sound. The Administration 
will tell you so. But until its official acts coincide with its 
expressed beliefs you may expect to see this economy 
practiced—and even applauded by some who get more 
than their fair share bf the Government's spending.
